Geneial Wood, who gave a good talk 
on the subject of_ the loan and how 
the worlt of the "newspapers in the 
past was appreciated and how necess- 
ary it was for them to continue along 
tho same lines until the matter had 
been cleaned up entirely, 


At the time the meeting was held 


it was not known what the size ot the 
loan would be, nor what would bo the 
rate of Interest, altho this informa- 
tion, has since been announced, b il 
the lack ot details in this respect had 


no bearing on the confidence of those 
present as to what could bo accom- 
pllshocl* when the matter was takoti 
taken up, While there may bo some 
men in tho newspaper business who 
feel a trlile offish concerning the pru- 
vious Liberty Loans on account of 
some friction that may have occurred 
between them and tho local commit- 
tee, there was none of this apparent 
at the Chicago meeting. Tho spirit 
as expressed by thoso present was,: 
"If tho government needs advertising 
space to put over this Liberty loan, 
wo are here to give It to thorn, and 
it won't cost a cent, no matter it it 
is necessary to give them tho entire 
paper until tho job is completed." 


It was the kind ot spirit that is

"We'll put the Victory Loan over 
the top just the same as we did the 
other four." was the consensus of op- 
inion at the meeting of editors held 
in Chicago last week, when 2,500 
newspaper men of this district assem- 
bled in that city for the purpose oSt 
hearing what was to be said by those 
who are at the head of the matter in 
this section.

the work of the "newspapers in the 
past was appreciated and how necess- 
ary it was for them to continue along 
the same lines until the matter bad 
been cleaned up entirely. 
At the time the meeting was held 
it was not known what the size of the 
loan would be, nor what would be the 
rate of interest, altho this informa- 
tion has since been announced, h-it 
the lack of details in this respect had 


no bearing on me cuuuueuvrc ui m^- 
present as to what could be accom- 
plished' when the matter was takeii 
taken up 
While there may be some 
men in the newspaper business who 
feel a trifle offish concerning the pre- 
vious Liberty Loans on account of 
some friction that may have occurred 
between them and the local commit- 
tee, there was none of this apparent 
at the Chicago meeting. The spirU 
as expressed by those present was; 
"If the government needs advertising 
s\>ace to put over this Liberty loan, 
we are here to give it to them, and 
it won't cost a. cent, no matter if it 
is necessary to give them the entire 
paper until the job is completed. 
It was the kind ot spirit that is 
bound to make a. success of the mat- 
ter and we predict that the coming 
loan will be handled and put across 
with less actual work than any one 
that has gone before. The counties 
are organized in better shape than 
ever before local 
committees have 
had more experience and will start 
out with more confidence than they 
did on any former occasion and while 
thc-people may in some instances im- 
agine that the loan Is unnecessary be- 
cause the war is over, they h^ve got 
into the habit of taking care of these 
matters, and every true American 
will not only appreciate that the loan 
is necessary and that in order 10 
make it a. success he must take his 
share and take it cheerfully.

Jerusalem, the Holy City. 


The celebration of this Easter In .rerusalem will

Mohammedan misrule and oppression 


had their beginning 13 centuries ago, but the Cru- 
saders held possession of the city twice—once 
iimlur Godfrey of Bouillon (1009-1187) and again 
i nder Frederick II (1220-12.14). The British, un- 
<ler Generol Allenby, were In possession at Easter 
of 1913 but fighting was going on In all the sur- 
rounding region and the fate of the city was still 
in the balance.

The en- 
thusiasm is so great that at 
several celebrations hundreds or 
worshipers have been crushed to 
death. 
'fho essential features of trie 


ceremony are the recepMon and 
dissemination of Uis ''holy fire." 
The fire' is kindled in the holy 
se.pulelier, 
and 
passed 
out 


through an opening made for 


the purpose In the side of tho hojy tomb. It Is 
then m:uk> use of to light candles with which every 
worshiper is equipped. The Intention is to sym- 
bolize tho descent of the Holy Spirit. The candles 
are kept as sacred relics and ai'e relighted only nt 
marrinc;c»?, births and deaths. 


Tin; reception of tne fire Is the work of the 


patriarch. He appears nt the hesi.1 of a gorgeous 
procession of ecclesiastics—bishops,- archbishops 
and priests. 
He leads, his followers three times 


around the holy tomb and enters when passing the 
doorway the third time, leaving his followers 
standing by. Shortly after the "holy tire" appears 
through the opening in the form of a blazing 
torch. 
Men have been appointed to snatch the 


torch. These light their own cardies and pass it 
on to their neighbors; every burning candle be- 
comes a train leading on the -sacred lire to a hun- 
dred others. Robert Hichens' description of the- 
scene is in part this: . 


"It came at last. 
With a fiei-ce gesture as of 


savage exultation the long-haired priest withdrew 
his arm from the hole nnd held up a great bunch 
of flaming candles. And then delirium seized t- • 
clo.-e-pacUed thousands. AJ1 the mouths opened to 
lot out yells, shrieks an I the wild titterings of 
wom'i-n. ' All the arms gesticulated with frenzy 
toward 'the smoky yellow fUimes. 
All the bodies 


struggled de.sppnue.iy, cruelly to get to them. And 
the priest clipped his torch, anil suddenly tire be- 
•'iiu fo rush through the great church. The patri- 
arch tore out of the holy acpulcher and fell in 
the Gret-k cutheilnu with the lire in his hands. 
I-'i-om the balconies near the blue star-spangled 
dome masses of candles were let down by long 
cords were lighted by priests below. and were 
drawn up flaming. Fire encircled the rotunda, 
three tiers of fire. . . - Through the glare, the 
smoke, the roaring, the procession . . . hi-s,iT>ps 
and priests, accompanied by soldiers, by acolytes, 
by banner bearers, by canvasses beating the floor 
with their staves. . . . Down the avenue of 
banners and muskets and torches cnine bearded 
and ionu'-haired men in magnificent vestments, . 


. ,UHi tho gorgeous Armenians, almost like mov- 


in" idols, clad In" the Jewels of their wonderful 
treasury; and the withered-looking Copts and the 
astounding Abyssinlans, in magenta, with partly 
slrived heads and great tufts of coarse hair, like 
tho gaudy puppets that people a nightmare." 


From time immemorial the Christians of Jeru- 


salem have observed the events of Christ's passion, 
death and resurrection in complete and; dramatic 
fashion and it was from Jerusalem that Easter 
customs spread to other parts of the world. The 
earliest record of these observances is in 385. At 
that time the Christians strove to realize by ap- 
propriate ceremony and ritual the events of the 
lust acts in the life of Jesus. Each event wns com- 
memorated, as far as possible), on the spot of its 
occurrence. The proper passages from the Gospel 
were rend and appropriate prayers were said ns 
the clergy and people went in procession from 
nlice to 'phice—Bethany, Gethsemane, Golgotha, 
the senulcher nnd Olivet. It was during the mid- 
,.ie "ages that the character of the ceremonies 
changed greatly, taking on spectacular features 
which have persisted to the present day. 


Tradition with more or less accuracy has fixed 


the course of the Via Dolorosa and the 14 stations 
,,t which the chief events on tho way to the cross 
occurred. It Is followed by thousands of visitors 
on Easter week, 
Easter is the principnl festival of the Christian 


year for the reason that it commemorates the rea- 
urrection of Jesus. In the words of Paul, "If 
Christ be uot risen, then is our preaching vni» and 
your faith is also vain." "But," he says, "now Is 
Christ risen from the dead and become the first 
fruits of them that sleep." Which is to say thaj 
the Christian religion -stands on the resurrection of 
Jesus. 


Pagan Rites Survive. 


But the Easter season is observed by millions 


who nre not even nominally' Christians. They do 
not celebrate the resurrection of Christ, but rather 
the end, of winter, the approach of spring, the be- 
ginning of life in nature after the long sleep of 
winter. 
Celebrations of this kind antedate re- 


corded history. 
When Christianity came into the 


world the Christian church adopted and modified 
such of these pagan rites of celebration as it could 
not abolish. This accounts for the many cjueer 
rites of the Christian observance of Easter in 
various parts of the world. They are pagan rites 
that had their origin in the remotest* past, and 
have been modified by time and custom and a 
changed meaning. 
Thus the parade of fashion to Easter morning 


church services in the large American cities had 
its origin ages ago in the superstition that failure 
to wear at least one new piece of clothing would 
bring bad luck during the year. The use of the 
egg as a symbol of new life is far older than Chris- 
tianity. The Easter rabbit is a survival of an old, 
old superstition. The use of flowers as an expres- 
sion of rejoicing is probably almost as old as man 
himself. 
The paschal candles are in 
another 


form the bonfires lighted by our remote ancestors 
to celebrate the arrival of spring. 


Just how the rabbits managed to get into the 


Easter celebration nobody seems to be able to 
find out with any certainty. 
Anyway, they are 


not properly rabbits ; they are hares. Undoubtedly 
the association of the hare with Easter and its 
C""s was introduced here by the Germans, but 
where they got the idea is what none of the anti- 
miarians have been able to learn to their satisfac- 
tion 
\s far as they have gone they figure this

Fu'rope worshiped Kostro. or Ostern. 
the spring podilcss. whoso name is still 
preserved in the word "Easter." 


In a few remote places the legend 


lingers that the sun dances In the 
skies when it rises on Easter morning. 
Some of the Irish peasantry even now 
rise before dawn and go out to a hill- 
top to watch the "sun dance," for it is 
said that those who do so will get their 
wishes. 
At one time this belief prevailed 
| throughout the British isles. Herrick 


refers to "the dancing Easter Day," 
but even in his time people were begin- 
ning to doubt if the phenomenon real- 
ly occurred, for Sir Thomas Browne 
in his-Vulgar Errors, published in 1646, 
says- "We shall not, I hope, dispar- 
age the Resurrection of our Redeemer 
if we say that the sun doth not dance 
on Easter Day." 


Throughout Europe colored eggs are 


exchanged on this festival, In token of 
the Resurrection, for, even in pre- 
Christian times, an egg was regarded 
as a type of new life, and the ancient 


Egyptians and Persians 
exchanged 


dyed or painted eggs at their spring 
festivals, when all the world seems to 
speak of Resurrection after the cold 
and darkness of the winter. 


Eggs dyea'red were regarded as par- 


ticularly symbolical of the death and 


. resurrection of our Lord. Originally 


j the Easter eggs given to children were 
real ones, tinted red, purple, green or 


' yellow, or covered with gold leaf. Egg 
i roSling Is an old Easter Monday amuse- 
! ment in the north of Europe, and the 
! custom has traveled to America. 


DURING THE LENTEN SEASON 


Observances That Have Become Es- 


sential Part of the Forty-Day 


Period of Mourning. 


, Several hnve asked about the Len- 


-ten and Easter customs, so we give a 
few here. The word Lent comes from 
an old Anglo-Saxon word meaning 
IcoKthtlrlo. tiud It Is the 40 days before 
Easter. The Monday before Lent com- 
mences was called Blue Monday, and 


came from n custom In the sixteenth 
century of decorating the Interior of 
churches In blue. 


On Shrove Tuesday the old custom 


of eating pancakes Is still kept 
In 


1 the seventeenth century the pancake 


hell wns rung in nil towns at 4 o'clock 
In tho morning of Shrove Tuesday to 
tell the people it was time to make 
the pancakes. The bell rang again at 


8 p. m., after which hour no more 
pancakes could be made. 
Ash Wednesday was from the papal 


custom of making the sign of the cross 
on the forebeads of penitents, and on 
this day the Lent proper began, and 
does yet. 
Palm Sunday, or the Sun- 


day before Easter, Is still called In 
Scotland Care Sunday, and in. many 
towns they still have the old custotn 
of earing "care" cakes, which 
are 


small cakes baked with eggs. 


The t-gg-rolling custom at Easter 


time dates baoJj about 1,200 years, and 


was- first .done in England by the 
monks, who held the egg as n symbol 
of the Resurrection. It was flrst done 
In America in the colonial days. 


Chinese Ten Houses. 


Just as England has highway tav- 


erns and as we have roadhouses along 
our highways, so has China her tea 
houses. The Chinese do not Indulge 
much in intoxicants, and tea; is about 
the strongest drink they consume.

OTrlEBS RETAIN HIGH PLACES 


Cases of Kutr, Fries and Barker Are 


Typical of Those That Have Given 
Rise to Much Unfavorable Criticim 
by the Public. 
'

Washington.—Recently there have 


been many cases of "demotion by se- 
lection" in the United States army. In 
time of peace "promotion by selection," 
known to some army officers as "pro- 
motion 
by personal acquaintance," 


could • not produce more complaints 
rfnd quarrels. 
The trouble is that hundreds of reg- 


ular army officers while still holding 
their, present rank in the regular estab- 
lishment, were promoted to higher 
rank in the National army, to keep 
that rank until the time came when 
they were to be ordered to resume 
their old places In the regular army. 
Many of these high ranking officers in 
the army as it exists today already 
have been sent back to their old junior 
ranks, while scores and in fact hun- 
dreds of others, junior in the regular 
army to the'men already demoted, fire 
still holding their high rank in the 
army as it is. This means that many 
veterans of the regulars today are 
ranked in the existing array by men 
who are many years their Junior In 
years and in service. 


Peculiar Case of Kutr. • 


There is one peculiar case which 


possible is worthy of comment. C. W. 
Kutz, of the corps of engineers, Is 
today the engineer commissioner of* 
tire District_of Columbia, holding the 
rank of lieutenant colonel of regulars. 
It was only-the other day that Kutz 
was a brigadier gTSieral in the .Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces in France. 
Hn served with great distinction as the 
commander of an American regiment 
lu the field with the French near Ver- 
dun. It was while in command of this 
regiment that he was promoted to the 
rank of brigadier general. Then he 
was sent back to the United States to 
organize a brigade and to take it buck 
to the embattled country. 
Instead of this program 'being fol- 


lowed, Kutz was discharged from his 
rank as brigadier general and resumed 
automatically his old rank as a lieu- 
tenant colonel of regulars. Today as a 
lieutenant colonel, and as engineer 
commissioner of the District of Co- 
lumbia, he has under him as engineer 
commissioner two officers of the corps 
of engineers who are still full colonels 
in the army as it exists, both of whom 
are sixteen years Kutz's junior. 


In this case Kutz, a lieutenant col- 


onel, has under 'his direction two col- 
onels. This would be impossible were 
it not for the fact that Lieutenant Col- 
onel Kutz, in directing the activities of 
the two colonels, Is acting not as a 
lieutenant colonel of the army, but as 
engineer commissioner of the District 
of Columbia. 


Demotion of General Fries. 


A large part of the criticism of army 


administration is unjustiliable, but it is 
certain that the demotions wlrich re- 
cently have taken place have brought 
about a condition which is something 
more than merely anomalous. Amos A. 
Fries, corps of engineers, was the chief 
of the chemical warfare service of the 
American 
Expeditionary Forces 
In 


France. 
He was given the rank of 


In-igadier-generai, and while in France 
he organized the gas field service from 
top to bottom and pet it working. He- 
was ordered back to the United States 
for 
conference purposes 
under an 


agreement that he soon was to be 
returned to his foreign duties. 


What happened? Instead of being 


sent back to France General Fries was 
demoted to his old rank in the regular 
army, that of lieutenant colonel. He is 
iiow n lieutenant colonel of engineers 
and Is ranked In the army as it exists 
by more than one hundred officers in 
his own corps, the engineers, who are 
many years junior to him. 


Brig- Gen. John W. Barker went to 


France In the American Expeditionary 
Forces. He was wounded on the field 
of action. He entirely recovered nnd 
was sent back to duty in Washington 
where he found himself discharged 
from his rank as brigadier general to 
become again a lieutenant colonel with 
a place in the existing army below 
hundreds of men who in the regular 
sen-ice are his juniors. 


Washington Still Overcrowded. 


Washington is still full of people, 


war workers, pence workers, nnd, un- 
hnppily, it must be said, too many peo- 
ple who are just hangers on. Members 
of the new congress are being con- 
fronted with the hard task of finding 
places to live. 


The Capital City has lost some 


thousands of its temporary Inhabitants 
within the last month or two, but 
still the place Is filled to overflowing. 
The wonder Is where all of the peo- 
ple were packed. It is true that the 
government put up dormitories for 
many of its workers, and it is Just as 
true that some of the workers lived 
two nnd three In a room when the 
press was on, but the exodus seems to 
have made comparatively little differ- 
ence in the "To Let" situation. 


One result of this is, of course, 


that the rooms are not so crowded as 
they were, but if each room now has 


on IT one, or «t tn« moot, two person* 
In it, and no more are to be admitted 
luto the individual room, there are no 
more accommodations for the surplus 
now than there were In the duy of tlio 
extra crowding. Newly elected repre- 
sentatives and senators are' searching 
for houses and apartments. They arc 
having their troubles, although per- 
haps they can get what they want 
If they are willing to pay for It and 
paying for it In this day means some- 
thing. 


Apartments Used as Offices. 


The government took over in the 


press of war times a considerable 
number of apartment buildings, turn- 
Ing them temporarily Into office stroc- 
tares. Many of them still are so oc- 
cupied. This seizure. If that Is the 
proper word to use, meant that n good 
many families were compelled to seek 
new quarters and found themsplvos 
Jostling with newcomers to Washing- 
ton In the nice to find places to live. 
To make. the conditions worse, the 
old-time winter residents of the Capi- 
tal City insisted on coming back. They 
belong to the leisure classes and there 
was no more reason why they should 
live in Washington In winter than In 
New York, or In Chicago, or in St. 
Louis, or in Atlanta, Gn., but tBok 
they would come. 


In a well-known hotel In Washing- 


ton during the winter seasons there 
always are living persons of nrenns 
who come here simply to pass the win- 
ter, to listen to the debates In con- 
gress, to visit the art galleries nnd 
the museums and to do other things 
pleasant _to themselves but of no serv- 
ice to the community. 


This hotel, at a time when every 


room In Washington wns needed for 
the war workers, was pretty well filled 
with winter visitors who had come 
either to rest or to see the sights. Two 
men who had come here to engage in 
war work entered the hotel 
lobby. 


They asked for rooms and were told 
It would be Impossible to accommo- 
date them because the hotel was filled 
to overflowing. 


Party Rows in Lower House. 


There are troubles in the ranks of 


both great political parties In the low- 
er house of congress. Nicholas Long- 
worth, Republican, of Ohio, says that 
James Mann, Republican, of Illinois Is 
a "reactionary," and "Jim," retorting, 
says "Nick" Is a "society bnd." 


Some of the Democrats in the house 


say that Chump Clark ought not to b« 
their floor leader In the coming con- 
gress because he "Is not In entire ac- 
cord with the administration's poli- 
cies." 
Mr. Clark's friends intimate 


that these gentlemen do not know 
what they are talking about. 


The little ruction between Mr. Long- 


worth and Mr. Mann is due to the fact 
that the Republican caucus, while It 
named Frederick H. Glllett as its can- 
didate for the speakprship, seemingly 
left the house organization well under 
the control of Mr. Mann.

Pagan Rites Survive. 


But (he ISustor season Is observed by millions 


who uro nol even nominally Christians. They do 
riot celebrate the resurrection of Christ, but rather 
the end, of winter, the approach of spring, tho be- 
ginning of life In nature after the long sleep of 
winter. 
Celebrations of this kind antedate re- 


corded history. When Christianity came Into the 
world tho Christian church adopted and modified 
such of these pagan rites of celebration us it could 
nol abolish. This accounts for Ihe many (pieor 
riles of the Christian observance ol! Master In 
various purls of Ihe woild. They are pugun rites 
that had their origin In the remotest1 past, and 
have been modified by time and custom and a 
changed meaning, 


Thus the parade of fashion to Easter morning 


church services In Iho largo American cities had 
Its origin ages ago In tho superstition thai failure 
to wear at leasl onu now piece of clothing would 
bring bad luck during Ihe your. The use of tho 
egg as a symbol of now life Is far older than Chris- 
tianity. Tho Easter ruhbll Is u survival ol an old, 
old superstition. The use of flowers us an expres- 
sion of rejoicing Is probably almost as old as man 
himself. 
Tho pusclml caudles nro 
In another 


i'oi in the bonfires lighted by our remote ancestors 
to celebrate tho arrival of spring, 


Jusl ho\v the rabbits managed to get Into the 


Muster celolinulon nobody seems to be able to 
find out with any certainly. 
Anyway, Ihcy are 


nol properly rubbllM; they nre hares. Undoubtedly 
thi' association of the hare with Easter and Its 
eggs was introduced hero by the Germans, but 
where (hoy gnt the Idea is what none of the mill- 
quurluns have boon able lo learn to their satisfac- 
tion.

ohuroh adopted Iho egg and adoplcd It us a sym- 
bol of Ihu resurrection. In the transition of Easter 
from a heathen to a Christian festival the trndl- 
Uon of. tho egg stands unbroken. 
When the co>- 


orlng of eggs begun, to the Clulsllun ttle while 
slood for the Immuculnlo conception; the red for 
tin blood of the redemption, and the yellow for 
the dawn of. the resurrect ion inqr'n. 


It is natural that many queer relics of ancient 


ocg customs should have survived, while ninny 
have dlod on the way. For Instance, the, rulers of 
earth no longer Indulge in Busier eggs \yholesaie, 
A't'tur the lOuster celebration found its way'Into 
Franco every hen roost lu the country was 
searched for tha largest eggs, which were taken 
us a tribute to the king. And after the Easter 
high mass In the chnpol of the Louvre there were 
brought Into the royal cabinet pyramids of gilded 
eggs decked with verdure. 
The chaplain, after 


blessing them, distributed them among tho persons 
of tho court in the presence of his most Cliclsllan 
majesty. 
In the time of Henry 1, eggs were in great de- 


mand on Easter morn. 
In Ihe tower Is an old 


royal roll with aq account of entry, "18d for 400 
oggs to ' be used for 
ornamental purposea for 


Easter." 


That the whole world associates the egg with 


Easter IB showh by the fnct that tho Christian 
children In Mesopotamia play the same game at 
Easter of "picking" oggs that American boys do. 
In England In many places the boys and girls 
"roll" their colored eggs, Just as the Washington 
children do on the White House grounds. 
This 


White House egg-rolling, by tho way, Is quite a 
celebration nnd ns a curious spectacle Is worth 
fleeing. 


There arc many curious customs that obtain at 


Easter that have nothing to do with the day. 


MANY OLD LEGENDS OF EASTER 


All Christian People Havo Them In 


One Form or Another, Some 


Extremely Ancient. 


Many curious and beautiful legends 


are associated with Kaslor nnil Holy 
week, Some of thorn dating from tho 
<liiys when the peoples ol' northinn 
Europe worshiped Kostro, or Ostoni, 
the spring goddess whoso name Is still 
preserved In the word "Easter." 


In n few leimile places Iho legend 


lingers that tho aim dunces In tho 
iklei when It rises on EiiHtor morning. 
Sumo of the Irtish peiihiiutry uvea now 
rlso bo-Coro dtiwn und gr> oxtt to u hill- 
top to watch tho "sun dunce," for It is 
iiild that those who do so will got tholr 
\\Nhc"?. 


At ono tlmo this belloC preVnlled 


throuHhout tho British Isles, llerrlck 


refers to "the dancing Enstor Dny," 
but ovou. In hit, I line people wero begin- 
ning to doubt ir the phcnomuiion ronl- 
ly occurred, for Sir Thomas Browne 
In bis Vulgar Krrors, published In 1(MO, 
snys: "Wo shall nol, I hope, dispar- 
age the llcHiirrecllon of our lledocmor 
If we say that the sun doth not ilunce 
on Easter Pay." 


Throughout Hiirope. colored eggs are 


oxehnngnd on this festlVnl, In token of 
tho Hesnirroctlon, for, oven lu pie- 
Christian tlmos, nn egg wns regarded 
us a type of new life, und tho ancient 


Egyptians mid 
Persians exchanged 


dyed or painted eggs nt their spring 
festivals, when all the world seems to 
spenk of Itesinreetion utter tho cold 
nnd darkness of the winter. 


Eggs djeu red weie regarded ns par- 


ticularly symbolical o£ tho donth and 
lesurrection of our Lord. Originally 
tho Easter eggs given to children were 
real ones, tinted red, purple, green or 
yellow, or covered with gold leaf. Egg 
rolling Is an old Easter Monday amuse- 
ment lu the north of Europe, und the 
custom has traveled to America.

Ash Wednesday wns from the pnpnl 


custom of making the sign of the cross 
on the foreheads of penitents, nnd on 
this day the Lent proper began, and 
does yet. 
Palm Sunday, or the Sun- 


day before Easter, Is still called In 
Scotland Cnro Sunday, nnd in. many 
towns they still have the old custom 
of 
cntlng "cnre" cakes, which 
nre 


small cakes bnked with eggs. 


Tho egg-rolling custom nt Easter 


tlmo dates baolf about 1,200 years, and 


was flrst done In England by the 
monks, who held the egg ns n symbol 
ot the Resurrection. It was flrst done 
In America In the colonial days. 


Chinese Tea Houses.

Washington.—Recently there have 


been rauny cases of "demotion by se- 
lection" In the United States army. In

could 'not produce more complaints 
rthd quarrels. 


The trouble Is that hundreds of reg- 


ular army officers while still holding 
their present rank In lhi> regular estab- 
lishment, were promoted to higher 
rank In the National army, to keep 
that runk until the time cumo when 
they were to be ordered to resume 
their old places In the regular army. 
Many ot these high ranking officers In 
the army us It exists totlny already 
have boon sent buck to their old junior 
ranks, while scores ami In fart hun- 
dreds of others, Junior In the regular 
army to the men already demoted, nre 
still holding their high runk in the 
army as It Is, This means that many 
veterans of the regulars today arts 
ranked In the existing army by men 
who arc many yeais their Junior In 
years and In service. 


Peculiar Case of Kutz. 


There is one peculiar case which 


possible Is worthy of comment. C. W. 
Kutx, of 
the corps of < engineers, Is 


today the engineer commissioner of 
tin1 District, of Columbia, holding the 
rank ot lleutenanl colonel of regulars. 
It was only the other day (hat Kutz 
was a brigadier gOlieral In the .Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces In France. 
Ho served with great distinction us the 
commander ot! nn American regiment 
lu the field with the French near Ver- 
duu. It was while in command of this 
regiment that he was promoted to chc 
rank of brigadier general. Then he 
\\tis sent biiek to the United States to 
organise a brigade and to lake It back 
to tho embattled country. 


Instead of this program 'being fol- 


lowed, Kulz wus discharged from his 
rank a.s brigadier general and resumed 
automatically his old rank as a lieu- 
tenant colonel of regulars. Today as a 
lieutenant colonel, and as engineer 
comml.sslunor of the District oi (Jo- 
luinbla, he has under him as engineer 
commissioner two olllcer.s of the vurps 
of engineers who are still full colonels 
In the army us II oxl.sts, lioih of \\hom 
are sixteen years Kul/.'s junior. 


In this cnso Kut'/., a lieutenant col- 


onel, hns uiu'ifi' 'his direction two col- 
onels. This would he Impossible were 
it not for (he fact (hut Lieutenant Col- 
onel Kill/., In directing the nctivllics of 
the two colonels, Is acting not us a 
lieutenant colonel of the army, hut us 
engineer commissioner oC the District 
of Columbia.

they were, but if each room now has 


only one, or at trie most, two perm>n* 
in It, and no more arc to be ndmlUoil 
Into'the' Individual worn, there are nn 
more accommodations for tlie suriflnH 
now than ttyere were In the day of Inn 
extra crowding. Newly elected repre- 
sentatives and senators are" searching 
for houses find apartments. They are 
having their troubles, although per- 
haps they can get whfit they want 
If they nre willing to pay for it and 
paying for It in this day means some- 
thing. 


Apartment* Uied'n Officer 


The government took over in the

Provides for Commissioner and Places 


Fund of $25,OOO at His Disposal 


to See That Law Is 


Enforced. 


Madlsun.—One of the big hearings 


of the legislature this week will be 
over the Bennett bill to enforce, the 
dry amendment throughout the state. 
This measure provides for a prohibi- 
tion commissioner and places $25,000 
at his disposal for enforcing the law. 
The bill is stringent in many of its 
provisions, dnd it is understood that 
even the anti-saloon forces will ask for 
changes If the Bennett measure is to 
be enacted into law. 


The vote in some cities of the state 


on the wet and dry issue last week 
hns startled some of the legislators 
and It Is intimated here that a bill is 
being drafted to declare prohibition in 
the state on July i, and not wait for 
the federal prohibition 
amendment 


n«zt January to go. into effect. Simul- 
taneously with the suggestion of fur- 
ther dry legislation comes the an- 
nouncement of Superintendent R. P. 
Hutton of the Anti-Saloon league to 
the effect that no member of the 
league will l>e a candidate for prohibi- 
tion commissioner under the proposed 
dry enforcement measure. 


"The unwritten law of the Antl-So- 


loon league of America la that no sal- 
aried employee, no officer and no one 
connected with the league shrill seek 
or accept office, either by election or 
appointment," said Mr. Hutton. 
A 


letter is being sent to all of the Anti- 
Saloon league forces advising them of 
this decision. Mr. Hutton says that 
the league wants to remain nonparti- 
stin in its organization and will work 
for n dry world by 1030. 
This state- 


ment disposes of the rumor current for 
some time in the legislature that Hut- 
ton would be a candidate for the posi- 
tion of prohibition commissioner. 


Several bills giving municipalities 


greater power In the acquisition of 
public utility plants will be given a 
hearing this week by the senate com- 
mittee on corporations. The Nyc and 
Zumach bills will be heard the same 
day. The latter measure would permit 
the mortgaging of a municipal plnnt to 
make extension or buy additional utili: 
ties for the city. Senator A. .1. Tullen 
has announced a hearing on the legis- 
lative committee's marketing bill for 
Thursday afternoon, April 30. 


The C/erwinskI bill for a four-year 


college course in normal schools will 
be considered by the assembly educa- 
tion committee this week. 


Two largo measure's before the legis- 


lature which promise to take much of 
the time of committees in redrafting , 
are the marketing bills and the meas- i 
ures to enforce prohibition. Commit- 
tee bills are expected on both subjects. 


With the return of the members of 


the legislature for work this week- 
scores of Important propositions are 
now before them for consideration and 
long calendars of bills face them nt 
every session. 
Consideration of the 


renppointment of Chairman Carl D. 
Jackson (is a member of the Wisconsin 
rnilroiid commission will come before 
the senate this week.

expected to be close. 


Also this week the senate will proba- 


bly give fianl consideration to the Ol- 
son whey butter bill.

History of fain lir Wisconsin. 


Xh« county fair iali, b«en a 


educational factor In the development 
of the state of Wisconsin. The Idea 
was recdgnlze'd by the first state leg- 
islature In 1848, and, while the county 
fair law has been changed and .ex- 
tended at many sessions, there has 
never been a' curtailment of the state 
encouragement. 
' 


Almost every session of the legisla- 


ture considers county fair bills, but 
the result has always been that the 
financial aid has been Increased, 
Probably no single Institution, unless 
it la the college of agriculture and the 
farmers' institutes, has had such a 
stimulating effect on .better agricul- 
ture and the adoption of approved 
methods of farming aa the county 
fair. This latter opinion is expressed 
by G. W. Vergeront) who has spent 
years studying the problem. 


In Wisconsin the greater number ol 


county fairs ,owe their existence to 
acts granting aids to societies of an 
agricultural 
nature. 
Probably 
the 


first movement in favor of agricul- 
tural aid was the introduction of a 
bill in the first state legislature, on 
July 31, 1848. 
The result of this step 


was that a constitution for a state 
agricultural society was drawn up and 
finally adopted on March 7, 1849.- Th€ 
society was established and held the 
first state fair at Janesville, on Oc- 
tober I, 1851. Later the organization 
was incorporated. 


"Many Wisconsin Bounty fairs \ver€ 


organized and held exhibitions before 
they received state aid," says G. W. 
Vergeront, in a thesis which he re- 
cently prepared on the subject. 


"The Kenosha Agricultural society 


held the first county, fair held in Wis- 
consin at Bristol, on October 10, 1850 
The next" week the farmers of Wai- 
worth county held a fair at East Troy. 
Nine other associations held county 
exhibitions before the 'act for the en- 
couragement and promotion of agri- 
culture' was passed in 1S56; Colum- 
bia, 
Fond du Lac, Grant, Jefferson, 


Sauk, 
Sheboygan, 
Washington and 


Waushara Agricultural societies were 
the plopeers. 
This legislative net 


gave groups of citizens power to form 
agricultural societies, and draw up 
constitutions and elect officers.

educational factor In the development 
of the state of Wisconsin. The Idea 
was rec3gnlzed by the first state leg- 
islature In 1848, and, while the county 
fair law has been changed and ox- 
tended at many sessions, there ban 
never been a'curtailment ol the state 
encouragement. < 


Almost every session of the legisla- 


ture considers county fair bills, but 
the result has always been that tha 
financial aid has been 
increased, 


Probably no single Institution, unlesi 
It Is the college of agriculture and the 
farmers' Institutes, has had such a 
stimulating effect on better agricul- 
ture and the adoption of approved 
methods of farming as the couaty 
fair. This latter opinion Is expressed 
by G. W. Vergeront; who has spent 
years studying the problem.

Secretary of War Baker Announces Se- 


lects' Discharge Depends on Speed 


in Getting Volunteers. 


Washington, 
April 9.—Large num- 


bers of drafted men who have been 
looking forward to early demobiliza- 
tion are doomed to disappointment 
Many are to be kept in service for the 
'full period allowed by the law, which 
is four months after peace has been 
declared. 
The war department desires to keep 


these men in service until a satisfac- 
tory number of enlistments have been 
obtained under the general stuff plan 
of increasing the regular army to 500,- 
000 men. 


The decision to This effect is con- 


tained in a letter of Secretary Baker 
'to Senator Reed of Missouri, made pub- 
lic here. It was written just before 
Secretary Baker left Washington for 
Europe. 
Secretary Baker wrote that enlist- 


ments were coming in slowly and 
•added: 


"As enlistments can be made only 


up to the authorized strength of the 
regular army and this strength is not 
sufficient to meet all the necessities 
existing for troops, it will be neces- 
sary to retain a large number of the 
selective men in the army until such 
time as thft war department may be 
empowered by congress to raise by 
voluntary enlistments a sufficient mini-* 
her of men to perform the duties re- 
quired. 
"Practically one-half of our troops, 


sent abroad were carried in British 
ships, the use of which we cannot have 
,at the present time, as they are being 
employed in returning British colonial 
troops to their homes and in readjust- 
ing 
the 
world's 
food 
stocks else- 


where. 
"It is no more possible to discharge 


men who have been retained for .the 
purpose of performing the necessary 
work connected with debarkation de- 
mobilization, 
convalescent 
centers, 


hospitals, domestic guard duty, avia- 
tion fields, government stores, border 
police, garrisoning insular possessions, 
etc.. than it would have been in the 
midst of the war to have moved men 
out of trenches where they were fac- 
ing the enemy before other men were 
in their places to relieve them."

ITH full state cooperation, according to the terms oC the federal aid rotul 
act. the United States will have a total of at least 8574,000.000 for 


co-operative road buiidinc during the next three years.

Odiclals ot' the bureau of roads, 


United States department of agricul- 
ture, which administers the provisions 
of the federal aid road act and co-op-

purposes nnd for a similar period by 
miy government in the history of the world, in connection with tho grea 
federal aid program It Is also noted thnt expenditures for highway work In the 
United States this year are likely to amount to $500,000,000 or more.
